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In Freizeit , artist Ron Rocco explores the ‘free time’ activities of individuals in social settings 
through the use of digital color photography. In these works body language and context join to 
encapsulate a feeling for specific social dynamics, or cultural phenomena. Other images from the 
series find the artist playing with metaphorical associations derived from objects, or places in 
private, or public environments. These associations reflect upon the humor, or isolation found in 


these settings. 
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
